Much International bad feeling stem.-, iroi 
misunderstanding. Cultural and educ 
cooperation among nations will not urovm 
a panacea, but It promises to be ol iiiriu i. 
.correcting old, deep-rooted mlsconcepuonii. 

Hitler and his henchmen and the J 
lords excited their people for war by i 
Ing such misconceptions. They pla 
contempt of other nations and races, iiie 
played up the myth of their own rat 
pcrlorlty. They sowed svi.splclon In I 
tile soil of Ignorance— though the G 
and Japs arc, by accepted standards, 
nations. 

We Americans, also considered a merai 
imtlon, are likewise the victims of ci r 
able mlsunderstandlnR and Ignorance, 

Thousands of young men from the : i| 
countries saw foreign lands for the flr.'.i iinn 
during the war. But many had only r 
Ilclal views under abnormal clrcum. ^ 
Trained In a narrow environment anci iiiiiR 
Ing what they saw by home-country I- 
ards, a lot of them returned more pre k 
than when they left. 

The new London conference will 1 i 
■ develop a new, purposeful system ot i- 
tlon aimed at understanding and peace, lh-w.- 
gates probably will have to agree o k 
broader base of Instruction In the woria'i 
history and literature for each country, mk

With such a program launched, u niaj
